The  1969  Bourne  High  football  team  finished  fifth 
in  the  Capeway  Conference  with  an  overall  mark  of 
2-6-1.  Head  Coach  Russ  Burns,  along  with  assistants 
Dan  Hostetter,  Rene  Mons,  Frank  Kochnowicz  and 
Ben  Hatch  were  faced  with  a rebuilding  year  after  last 
year's  undefeated  season.  The  team  was  built  around 
Seniors  Robert  Cardoza,  John  Edwards,  Arlandos  Lee, 
Stan  Thompson,  Steve  Fougere,  Joe  Sweeney,  Craig 
MacKay  and  Richard  Mohre.  However,  the  experience 
gained  by  such  underclassmen  as  John  Gould,  Bruce 
Gendron,  John  Cook,  Keith  Woody,  Mike  and  Ed 
Gregory,  Dan  Hawkins,  Ellix  Powers,  Rick  Consoni, 
Paul  Palo  and  Scooter  Smith  along  with  Freshmen  such 
as  Butchie  Bruce,  Jackie  Burns,  Bernie  Burns  and 
Chuck  Brite  should  restore  Bourne  to  the  status  it  has 
enjoyed  since  Coach  Burns  has  been  at  Bourne.
